Motor Oil  

By state law {MGL Ch. 21 § 52A } vendors of 
motor oil are required to take back waste oil 
free of charge.  

Requirements: 

 Maximum 2 gal per visit 

 May require original quart containers 

Car Seats/Boosters 

Car seats and boosters should be donated. All 
seats must be clean and in working order. Seats 
and boosters must be purchased within the last 
6 six years and not involved in car accident.  
(see donation options to right) 

Broken and expired seats 
should not be donated or re-
used.  Consider breaking down 
recyclable materials and 
separating into recycle and 
trash bin for disposal.
